Eisenhower addressed a joint 
session 
of 
Parliament .minutes 
after a meeting with Prime Min­ 
ister Jawaharlal Nehru at which 
he was reported to have offered 
U.S. military aid should a shoot­ 
ing war develop from Red Chi­ 
na’s attacks on India's northern 
borders. 
Eisenhower received a standing 
ovation when he entered the jam- 
packed and flower-bedecked par­ 
liamentary hall. His 22 - minute 
speech was interrupted 14 times 
by applause.
